Clinton J. Eaton were (the witnesses for 
the state. They testified that they lay 
concealed near the snares for over 
twenty-four hours awaiting the owner to 
appear.

Pretoria, Sept.

from Colonial Secretary Ctamberlain 
regarding England's position on the 
Transvaal question, which was formu- 
lated and Kent from London after last 
Friday's meeting of the British Cab- 
inet, has been handed to President 
Krnger. 


It is officially announced that tbe law 


confiscating mines owned by pi-rsons 
accused of high treason will be again 
enforced. The Transvaal <Jo\ eminent 
will take Charge of such mines and 
work them after they have been closed 
for a certain length ot time 


The note sent by the British Cabinet 


is as follows: 


"It proposes a five years' franchise, 


a quarter representation for the go!-l 
fields in the Volksrand, equality for 
the British and Dutch in the Volks- 
raad, and equality for the old and new 
burghers in regard to presidential and 
other elections. 


"If these conditions are accepted a 


conference between representatives of 
the two governments shall follow, fov 
the purpose of drafting the necessary 
measures and of avoiding the introduc- 
tion of unnecessary conditions by the 
Tiaus'vaal Government or the possibil- 
ity of the passage of any new bills cal- 
culated to defeat the reforms. 


'• 'In view of the fact,' the note goes j 


on to say. 'that the present state of nf- 
f.'His in South Africa cannot be pro- 
longed, the definite acceptance of this 
proposal is demanded without delay. 
Otherwise Her Majestv's Government 
Avill immediately take the whole situa- 
tion under re-consideration and will act 
so as to bring about a settlement." 


News of Massacre Xot Confirmed. 
Cape Town, Sept. IS.—The Cape 


Town Times says the news of the re- 
ported massacre of the members of the 
French Foureau-Lamy expedition near 
Lake Tanganyika has not been con- 
firmed. An officer of the mounted po- 
lice who arrived at Bulawayo from 
Secene says he heard nothing of the 
expedition, and believes it to be safe.

We nre not under the slightest obli- 


gations to make h,T«to in propounding 
a theory of tlie nature of the new r<-- 
Intlons'lietweec tlie Philippines and 
the United States, nor yet to elaborate 
nny comprehensive scheme of govern- 
ment. \Vp must drop 
the 
French 


model and at this point take up Eng- 
lish methocK \Ve need not make defi- 
nitions nt all about the status of the 
Philippines, but simply proceed to do 
any particular work that may require 
to be done, and otherwise do nothing 
at all. rirM. if the treaty should be 
ratified we must make a contract with 
private shipping companies for lakinjr 
the Spanish soldiers back home at our 
expense. That will involve our per- 
suading the insurgents to crive up their 
Spanish prisoners. General Otis and 
Admiral Dewey would seem 1o be of 
the opinion that they cnn arrange that 
item of business without trouble. After 
the prisoners are yielded up and are all 
packed off for Spain Ihe insurgents 
will have to be persuaded to fJMwnd. 
There IH little reason to suppose that 
we should need for any lenelh of time 
to retain in the Philippines the sen-ices 
of more than a quarter of the Ameri- 
can troops who are now there. There 
are plenty of men who nave in tin^s 
past served in the native recimcnts 
with 
the Spanish 
army—many of 


whom have also subsequently served 
in the insurgent ranks—who cnn he 
readily formed into an excellent body 
of military police. And since the peo- 
ple are quite certain to be very peace- 
ably inclined nnd are ready to believe 
In the benevolence of the mission of 
tlie United States, the maintenance of 
order is not solus? to be seriously d'f- 
ficult. It will not be a very baffling 
task ta Improve tlie administration of 
to simplify the existing system of ta\n- 
justlce ns between man and man. nor 
tion—removing needless burdens from 
agriculture and business and replacing 
the corrupt and rapacious methods o? 
the Spaniards with honest and fair An- 
glo-Saxon methods. 
These matters, 


with the policing, are tho principal onoq 
that for some little time to como will 
have to he attended to. They are mat- 
ters of precisely the same nature an 
those which without any fuss what- 
cv«r fJen. Leonard Wood has arranged 
at Santiago. Every nnc In this country 
will he rtcllnhled to give the people of 
the Phlllppnes the largest possible con 
trol of their own 
aflfnfrs.—American

MAROONED BY HIS CREW. 


Beatatioual Letter Found In a 


Bottle. 


A sensational story develops from the 


finding of a bottle oontaing a note from 
a marooned sea captain, James Hartley 
Qriscomb, of the brig Comet, sailing, to 
Liverpool, Eog. The bottle was found 
in the water near Short Sands at York 
Harbor Monday, and tho note, which JB 
written on a torn and soiled piece of 
paper, appears authentic. The writing 
is perfectly legible, and is as follows: 


1, James Hartley Grlscomb, of South 


ampton, Eog., am in the hands of my 
munitions crew, and it is their purpose 
to maroon me tonight, May 18, 18U9, on 
the bit of an island we are lying to lee- 
ward of. If God gives me the|chance to 
drop this bottle overboard I pray that 
it may reach the mainland, and I live in 
hopes of rescue. Brig "Comet" (in bal- 
last), Liverpool, Eng , Longitude 30 
degrees, 10 minutes, 3 sec., Latitude 21 
degrees, 10 minutes., at last oiserva- 
tiou. 


The bottle was found by a maid em- 


ployed at tho Hotel Albraaca, York 
Horbor.
